DEFENDANT DECLARES 
INNOCENCE OF CRIME 
IN SHORT STATEMENT 


Mrs. Innes Collapsed Short- 
ly After Noon, and When 
Time Came for Her to Ad- 
dress Jury She Was Barely 
Able to Be Heard—Identi- 
fied by Many Witnesses. 


Despite the fact that Judge Ben Hill 
reminded the jury of its right to mod- 
ify the charge from felony to misde- 
meanor, the jury last night within 
forty-five minutes after retirement 
returned a verdict of guilty without 
recommendation against Mrs. Ida Mae’ 
Innes, wife of Victor E. Innes, of 
Portland, Ore., on trial for larceny aft- 
trust in connection with the disap- 
of the Nelms sisters. 

The case was ended at 6:45 
The jury had reached 
7:30. Judge Hill will receive the ver- 
dict in open court this morning at

Proclaims Innocence. 

Unstrung by illness and by the 
nervous ordeal of her trial, Mrs. Innes 
had to be lifted in her chair by deputy 
sheriffs Tuesday afternoon for the 
first public utterance of innocence 
since she was arrested more than two 
years ago in connection with the dis- 
appearance of the Nelms sisters. 

She made a brief, whispered state- 
ment a short time before the jury left 
the box to deliberate on its verdict. 
The trial was concluded at 6:45 o'clock, 
Judge Ben Hill delivering thirty min- 
utes of comprehensive charge, in which 
he reminded the jury of its privilege to 
modify the charge against the woman, 
in event of conviction, from larceny 
to misdemeanor. 

“When 1 was in Atlanta’ several 
years ago,’ said Mrs. Innes to the jury, 
‘I! was here for my health only. 1 am 
net guilty of any crime: 1 have no 
knowledge of any crime. I hardly 
know what I have been in jail for. I 
did not know Mrs, Elois Dennis. 1 am 
sick and helpless. <All that I ask is 
freedom that I may go back home in 
the west to my children.” 

Her feeble voice was of insufficient 
carrying power to be delivered from 
she witness stand. Four deputies pick- 
ed her up bodily in the chair ‘n which 
she was sitting, carried her acress the 
couftroom and deposited the chair di- 
rectly in front of the jury box. Her 
statement was hardly more than a 
whisper, during which she freqvently 
coughed.

LOCAL BAR OPPOSED 
TQ JUDGESHIP BILL 


‘Only Thirteen Lawyers Re- 
fuse to Sign Petition—Alex 
Smith Discusses Congres- 
sional Record of Amend- 
ment. 


The petition circulated among mem- 
bers of the Atlanta bar in opposition 
to Senator Hoke Smith's bill provid- 
ing for the involuntary retirement of 
United States district judges 79 years 
of age, including Judge W. T. New- 
man, was completed on yesterday and 
was forwarded to Washington. 

The petition contained the signature 
of every practicing attorney at the At- 
jlanta bar with the exception of thirteen 
‘attorneys who declined to attach their 
signatures on account of their personal 
relations to Senator Smith or Attorney 
Reuben Arnold, who is said to be slat- 
ed for the position in the event Judge 
| Newman is forced to retire. 

The frank and characteristic inter- 
‘view with Judge Newman given to the 
}press Tuesday was a general topic of 
conversation at the courthouse and on 
the streets. Judge Newman flatly con- 
‘tradicted the rumors that the bill was 
‘introduced at his request or was re- 
ceiving his sanction or approval, and 
‘showed how the bill, if enacted into 
law, could operate to the injustice of 
district judges who were still able and 
Kaapeeht to satisfactorily perform the 
duties incident to the office. 

Had Written Senator Smith, 

In his interview, Judge Newman 
a that he had promptly written to 
Senator Smith, correcting any false 
impression concerning his own attitude 
toward the pending legislation, and 
' quoted from a letter recently received 
'from Senator Smith, admitting that 
}the bill which had been sanctioned by 
| Judge Newman was a wholly differ- 
ent bill relating to involuntary retire- 
ment of federal judges. 

Alex W. Smith, ex-president of the 
Georgia Bar association and chairman 
of the lawyers’ committee in opposi- 
said Tuesday: 

“Our advices from Washington indi- 
cate that through the facts presented 
by the press, petitions and Judge New- 
man’s interview, members of congress 
have been made fully aware of the dis- 
crimination with which the bill is preg- 
nant. 

“T have examined with care the of- 
ficial copy of the Congressional Record 
containing the proceedings leading to 
the objectionable amendment, and I 
find that on December 5, 1916, Sena- 


tor Smith, of Georgia, offered to amend 
the original bill by the provision that 
‘the president, when in his opinion the 


proper conduct of the court so requires,’ 
etc. 

“This amendment was placed in line 
10, page 2, of the bill, in connection 
with language which would make it ap- 
pear that the amendment was intended 
to apply to circuit judges alone. 


How Discrimination Arose. 

“Obviously it was the purpose of Sen- 
ator Smith to have the amendment ap- 
ply either to circuit judges exclusive- 
ly or to circuit and district judges im- 
partially. if it was his intention to ap- 
ply the amendment only to. circuit 
judges, then the discrimination com- 
plained of in Georgia as affecting 
Judge Newman so seriously originated 
with Senator Smith. 

“If,-as author of the amendment, he 
intended it to apply to circuit and dis- 
trict judges impartially, then the lan- 
guage above quoted should have been 
stricken and substituted as indicated in 
the succeeding paragraph relative to 
district judges, which was not done. 

“In reply to the inquiry of Senator 
Clark, addressed to the author of the 
bill in the course of the debate, Sena- 
tor Smith Said: 

“[ think the correct interpretation of 
the language in the original bill would 
be the language used in this amend- 
ment. That is the interpretation I 
would place upon the language of the 
original bill; but as the bill has not yet 
been passed and some question was

These organizafions represent the en- 
tire business interests of Atlanta and 
they have decided to take this action 
because there will come to Atlanta this 
year twenty-seven big conventions 
with over 50,000 visitors. 

Atlanta must not be disgraced in the 
eyes of the world, they say, by having 
50,000 strangers see its two main thor- 
oughfares full of mudholes and pitfalls. 

It will be one of the largest and most 
impressive gatherings of citizens that 
has ever assembled at the city hall. 

Letters Will Be Sent Out. 

Wednesday morning the presidents of 
the organizations named will send out 
letters to all their members urging 
them to be present before the council 
meeting on streets Friday afternoon at 
3 o’clock. The presidents who will 
send out the letters are as follows: 

President Ivan E. Allen, of the cham- 
ber of commerce; President L. D. Hicks, 
of the Rotary club; President W. W. 
Orr, of the Retail Merchants’ associa- 
tion; President F. J. Paxon, of the 
Convention bureau. 

The letters will state “that an: ap- 
peal has been made to the city to re- 
pave Peachtree and Whitehall streets, 
and the city has said, ‘We have no 
money.’ We say they must get it. The 
county has been asked to do the work 
and it replied, ‘We can't ‘do it,’..Wef 
reply, ‘That somebody must do it. The 
people of Atlanta demand it. Suoh dis- 
graceful streets in the very midst of 
our city will injure Atlanta in the eyes 
of the world and may endanger the 
lives of our visitors.” 

The letter concludes by urging every 
member to be on hand promptly and 
ready to speak a word in behalf of the 
city’s good name, 

A Great Convention Year. 

This is to be a great convention year 
in Atlanta. Of the twenty-seven con- 
ventions that will come to the city

BISHOP C. K. NELSON 
DIES TUESDAY NIGHT 
AFTER BRIEF ILLNESS 


He Had Been Suffering: 
From Severe Cold for Sev- 
eral Days, But His Condi- 
tion Was Not Considered 
Serious. 


WIFE ‘AND HER BROTHER 
WITH HIM AT THE END 


Bishop Nelson Was Elected 
Head of Georgia Diocese in 
1892, Succeeding the Late 
Bishop Beckwith: | 


Bishop C. K. Nelson, of the Episcopal 
church, diocese of Atlanta, died very 
unexpectedly last night about 10:30 
o’clock at his home, 731 Piedmont ave- 
nue. No one was with the bishop at 
the time of his death except his wife 
and her brother, William Matthews, 
who lived with them. 

The bishop had been ailing for sev- 
eral days with a severe cold and some 
throat trouble which had been pro- 
nounced to be a form of tonsilitis. 
Neither his physician, Dr. J. B. Baird, 
nor any member of the family consid- 
ered his condition was seri®us, al- 
though it had been sufficiently severe 
to necessitate his taking his bed. 
Apoplexy was given as the cause of 
his death. 

Bishop Nelson, at the time of his 
death, probably the best known south- 
ern bishop in the country, was born 
near Cobham, Va., May 23, 1852, and 
was in the sixty-fifth year of his age. 
He received his A. B. degree at St. 
John’s college, Annapolis, Md., in 1872, 
graduating with high distinction. De- 
termined to enter the ministry, he pur- 
sued his theological studies at the 
Berkeley Divinity school, Middletown, 
Conn., and was ordained as an Epis- 
copal preacher in 1876. 

Makes Mark as Young Man. 

He made his mark as a young man 
and from the outset of his ministry 
was entrusted with important charges 
by the officers of his church. From 
1876 to 1882, he was rector of St. 
John Baptist’s church at German- 
town, Pa., a suburb of Philadelphia. 
From there he went to the Church of 
the Nativity at South Bethlehem, Pa., 
where he remained ten years until 
1892, when he was elected bishop of 
the diocese of Georgia, succeeding the 
late lamented Bishop Beckwith, one 
of the most famous pulpit orators of 
his time. 

He exercised the episcopal functions 
for the entire state until the northern 
section was set off as the diocese of 
Atlanta in December, 1907, at which 
time he became bishop of the north- 
ern diocese. 

He was elected the first president 
of the synod of the province of Se- 
wanee, when that body was organized 
November 18, 1914. This Synod com- 
prises the Episcopal dioceses in most 
of the southern states, namely, North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. 

Bishop Nelson was in no sense a 
narrow man. Endowed by nature with 
a powerful intellect, highly cultured, 
he covered in the range of his inter- 
est and sympathies the entire field of 
life. Nothing that was of interest to 
humanity and promoted the welfare of 
the race was foreign to him. 

Urged Co-operation. 

As an indication of the breadth of 
his views, his action in urging the 
participation of the Episcopal church 
in the recent Panama i conference 
looking to the religious interests of 
South America may be cited. Bishop 
Nelson took the view that the Episco- 
pal church should co-operate with the 
other Christian denominations in what- 
ever might be done for the uplift of 


that great continent to the south of us. 

He never hesitated to take a stand 
on ground that he believed to be right 
because it might be unpopular at the

Mexicans Dash Into the 
United States West of 
Hachita, New Mexico, and 
Loot a Ranch. 


El Paso, Texas, February 13.—Private 
advices received late tonight from Co- 
lumbus, N. M., 
were killed by a band of Mexicans 
which crossed the international boun- 
dary 60 miles west of Hachita, N. M., 


today and raided the “corner ranch.” 
Andrew Peterson, another Mormon, was 
held a prisoner, it was said. The “cor- 
ner ranch” is owned by the Palomas 
Land and Cattle company. 

H. 8S. Stephenson, general manager 
of the Palomas Land and Cattle com- 
pany, said he had received a report 
from his foreman at Hachita that three 
Americans and seven Mexicans were 
captured and 109 American horses and 
mules and $1,500 worth of supplies 
taken away. His report made no ref- 
erence to any loss of life. 

FEAR PRISONERS 
HAVE BEEN KILLED. 

Columbus, N. M., February 13.—Mil- 
itary authorities announced tonight 
that armed couriers had been despatch- 
ed from Hachita to report on the raid 
on the “Corner ranch.” 

One of the Mormons carried off by 
the raiders was Andrew Peterson, Jr., 
according to a telegram received from 
Lem §Spillsbury, Mormon scout, with 
General Pershing’s expedition. Spills- 
bury is now living near the scene of 
the raid. He sent his telegram from 
Hachita. The Mexican raiders were 
believed to have recrossed the border 
into Chihuahua. 

Peterson, one of the Mormons taken 
prisoner, was engaged by Lem Spilis- 
bury several. days ago to join two 
other Mormon cowboys in a search for 
stray cattle along the border. Their 
course brought them to the scene of 
the reported raid. ‘ 

Fear is felt here that the captured 
rAmericans have been killed. 

Another message to American cat- 
tlemen here told of a raid on the No- 
gales ranch on the Mexican side of the 
boundary south of Hachita, N. M., but 
which is owned by American cattle- 
men. 

Outposts have been established by the 


as scouts along the border for fifteen 
miles east and west. 

It is said the Mexicans were led by 
Prudencis Miranda, formerly a follow- 
er of Orozco, one of Villa’s leaders in 
northern Chihuahua.

Mrs. Martha Atalanta Wilson Lumpkin- 
Compton, for whom the city of Atlanta 
was twice named, passed into the eter-

“Atlanta’s godmother,” the youngest 
daughter of Governor Wilson Lumpkin, 
Georgia’s chief executive from 1831 to 
1835, was christened Martha Wilson 
Lumpkin, but her second name, Ata- 
lanta, was added by her father be- 
cause her grace and activity reminded 
him of “the swiftest of all mortals,” 
famous in Greek mythology. 

The first name given Atlanta, Termi- 
nus, was never authorized by the leg- 
The second, Marthasville, was 
in honor of Mrs. Compton, and later 
when the citizens decided this name 
was too long, they then chose her sec- 
ond name, Atalanta, as the name for 
the city. 

When the city was incorporated, 
however, in December 29, 1847, the 
second “a” was omitted, whether by

The Greenwood /pubjie/ school, in the 
Druid Hills section of Atlanta, caught fire 
and was threatened with destruction yester- 
day morning. 

Fortunately, due largely to the perfect 
manner in which the children had been 
drilled by their teachers, to the school dis- 
cipline, and to the commendable degree of 
cool-headedness displayed by teachers and 
pupils alike, every child got out and there 
Was no damage save to the building and fur- 
nishings, at this most unpropitious time. 

This school, situated in one of the most 
prosperous districts of this most modern 
city of the south, was heated by stoves! 

The fire of yesterday was the unsurpris- 
ing result. 

God Almighty came to the rescue of the 
pupils, and prevented a repetition of the 
Collinwood disaster of a few years ago. 

The very thought of what might have 
been makes one shudder; and the entire 
city might well stand aghast! 

There are other schools in Atlanta in 
which the hazard is just as great as it was 
in Greenwood—schools in which the life 
of every child who attends them is in 
jeopardy every day—and the most notable 
of such instances are the Boys’ and the 
Girls’ High schools, both of which have re- 
peatedly been authoritatively pronounced 
“fire-traps!”’ 

The Girls’ High school is heated by an 
inadequate furnace supplemented by numer- 
ous stoves. It is an inflammable building; 
insurance underwriters call it a bad “risk.” 

There is no money, we are told, with 
which to make even the necessary repairs 
and install the necessary equipment even in 
the old and out-of-date school buildings as 
they stand—no money even to reasonably 
safeguard the lives of our boys and girls! 

And they tell us that in the very face of 
the fact that the city of Atlanta is, propor- 
tionate with its population, with  propor- 
tionate assets to liabilities, perhaps, the 
richest city of its size in America, if not in 
the world! 

And yet, miserlike, we gloat over our 
riches, and with a bonding capacity aggre- 
gating millions of dollars, refuse to meet 
the demands for the safety of our children. 

There is no city in the world to which 
God Almighty has rendered greater and 
more timely service—or more frequently— 
in averting calamity threatened through the 
city’s neglect, than to Atlanta. But Atlanta 
well might bear in mind that ‘God helps 
those who help themselves!” 

If one day there be an awful disaster in 
Atlanta—a disaster that will wring the 
heart of every man, woman and child in the 
city—and for neglect! God forbid its com- 
ing—there will be a fearful criminal respon- 
sibility to be fixed.

ST. VALENTINE’S DAY. 


Like that of many of our festivals, the 
origin of St. Valentine’s day seems to be 
veiled in a degree of obscurity; but, again 
like many of the finer and sentimental 
things and customs and traditions, without 
which our lives would be bare and hum- 
drum, the facts about its origin cut little 
figure. We know it, as our great-great- 
grandmothers and grandfathers knew it: A 
dav of love and doing for others and the 
dissemination of happiness. We know it as 
the day in the pre-vernal twilight upon 
which, true to its traditions, we should “be 
like the robin, the bird that sings in the 


rain! 

The good old poet, Drayton, a Shake- 
spearean contemporary, gave about the first 
poetic expression to the meaning of St. 


Valentine’s day—and surely as applicable 
to the traditional observance of it as any 
poet has given since his day—when he said: 


“Muse, bid the morn awake, 
Sad Winter now declines: 
Each bird doth choose a mate, 
This day—St. Valentine s. 


So, it is a day, as we have been taught 
to observe it, for the marshaling of the 
forces of the Muse, the bidding adieu to 
“sad winter” and the choosing of mates— 
which call forth and give place only to the 
emotions that are fine, lovely, pure and 
good. Therefore, it is one of our beautiful 
days! 

St. Valentine was a bishop of Rome, 
living in the third century. About all that 
we know of him is that he was a man of 
amiable nature, generous, full of: sunshine 
and with a wonderful gift of eloquence. So 
successful was he through the music and 
persuasiveness of his voice, in converting 
Roman pagans to Christianity, that he in- 
curred the displeasure of the emperor, at 
whose direction he was martyred on the 
14th of February, A. D. 270. Subsequently, 
when the saints came to be placed in the 


calendar St. Valentine’s name was honored, 
and so it has been applied ever since. 


Throughout the meager records of the 


saint’s career there’ seems to be a paucity 
of reference to, 
Cupid’s darts, amorous poems, billing doves 
and the like;

feasts in honor of Juno and Pan, celebrated

in ancient Rome, during the observance of 
the chief of which—in February—the names 
of young women were placed in a box and 
drawn forth by young men whose hands 
were directed only by Chance. Thus, in the 
course of time, St. Valentine’s day became 
synonymous with Love. And still later on 
the poet Lydgate, who lived in the fifteenth 
century, makes reference to the custom of 
distributing “valentines” for the coming 
vear by a form of lottery—the custom being 
prevalent in his day. : 
It is a day which gets better with the 
years. Once it was symbolized only by the 
idea of mating; but now it symbolizes love 
in the broadest sense: The love between 
maid and swain, and also that of brother for 
sister, sons and daughters for mothers and 
fathers, and vice versa, and that between 
friends of one sex. It is becoming more and 
more a day for the giving of happy love 
tokens, with no thought nor suggestion of 
“love-making” in the commonly accepted 
sense. And many a little act of loving kind- 
ness committed upon St. Valentine’s day 
has had its counterpart in the story of 
“Johnnie Jones and His Sister Sue’— 


“Warmed by the sun and wet by the dew, 
A little peach in a garden grew; 
It grew, and it grew—and grew!” 


Thus has grown many a seed of good- 
ness planted upon, and which probably 
would not have been planted but for, St. 
Valentine’s day! 

And in this day of war and strife and 
enmity between peoples, it will be pic- 
turesque if we can for the day forget the 
horrors and the antipathies of the hour and 
give ourselves wholly over to the spell of 
the true abiding spimt of the significance of 
this day in commemoration of the martyr- 
dom of the good Christian saint.

GOVERNOR EXPLAINS 


PENSION DEFICIENCY 


Governor Nat E. Harris Tuesday issued the 
following statement explaining the status 
of the pensions appropriation deficit: 

“Letters have been received indicating 
that there is considerable misconception in 
the minds of a number of people regarding 
the deficiency in the appropriation for the 
confederate veterans’ pensions, and the legal 
method of remedying the same. There ig a de- 
ficiency as stated amounting to something 
over $40,000 on the old rolls, and an additiona! 
amount for new pensioners that have not yet 
been put on the rolls. The borrowing power 
given the governor does not extend to anv 
Obligation of the state.except what has been 
covered by an appropriation of the general 
assembly. The governor can borrow up to a 
limited amount to meet deficiency in reve- 
nues, but cannot borrow except where the 
money. has been appropriated. The sugges- 
tion has been made to the governor that 
a similar deficiency was met several years 
ago by a patriotic citizen advancing the 
money and paying the pensioners, there being 
no legal claim against the state for the mon- 
ey, but it was met promptly by the general 
assembly making the appropriation and the 
money being paid back. The one who agq- 
vanced the money to pay these pensioners 
would have the normal obligation of the state 
behind him, but would have no legal claim 
and the governor could give him no legaj 
claim. If there was a large amount of 
money lying idle in the treasury the gover- 
nor could not use it to pay the pensioners un- 
til an appropriation had been made.”

Both ex-President Taft and Secretary 
Baker have delivered addresses on the League 
to Enforce Peace, but this will be the first 
time that they will have spoken together, if 
Secretary Baker accepts the invitation ex- 
tended him. While the invitations were 
Wired only yesterday and 80 far Secretary 
Baker has not accepted, it is hoped that he 
will accept. 

It is planned to greet these two speak- 
ers with an elaborate dinner, to be siven 
under the auspices of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce. It will be a subscription af- 
fair and it is expected that over 500 plates 
will be laid.

WITH SCHOOL ABLAZE 
200 LITTLE CHILDREN 
MARCH OUT IN SAFETY 


A lesson in what might have been was 
presented to Atlanta school authorities and 
city officials at 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing when the frame school structure at the 
corner of Greenwood avenue and Fredericka 
street, known as the Greenwood Avenue 
school, caught fire while 200 children were 
attending their classes. 

The blaze, while still small, and burning 
the roof of the front part. of the structure, 
was discovered by Mrs. J. W. Foster, who 
lives next door. She promptly turned in 
the alarm, and then hurried over to warn 
the principal, Miss Rubina Barrett, of the 
danger, 

Quietly and calmly, as the children were 
thorough in their fire drills, the 200 pupils 
marched from the burning building. 

The fire started from a defective flue, 
it is believed. It was extincuished without 
much damage, and practically all the school 
books were saved from water damage. 

The blaze was discovered over the roof 
of Miss Mattie Lou Fincher’s second grade 
classroom, where the little ‘“‘tots’’ were study- 
ing arithmetic. They marched out calmly. 
Miss Sarah Buttick’s third grade pupils were 
in the midst of a geography lesson. 

W. H. Terrell, member of the board from 
the first ward, in which the Davis Street 
school is situated, called the attention of 
the board Tuesday morning to the danger 
of fire existing at the Davis Street school. 

“It is a non-fireproof building, with old 
stoves, thirty years old, the most abomi- 
nable heating system I have ever seen and 
extremely dangerous,” he said. ‘It is likely 


to set the school building on fire at any 
moment.’”’ 

Arrangements were made to take care 
of the children of the Greenwood school, 
which was destroyed by fire. Under the 
plan adopted the children of the fourth, fifth 
and sixth grades will meet their teachers 
at the old school house Wednesday morning, 
get their books and go to the Highland Ave- 
nue school. The children of the first, sec- 
ond and third aresey will meet at the old 
school at 12 o’clock Wednesday and attend 
the Highland Avenue school fn the after- 
noon, 


Direct and Indirect 
Method of ¢ axation 


Editor Constitution: The statement that 
approximately 50 per cent of the parents of 
pupils in the public schools paid no taxes | 
believe to be erroneous, and with your per- 
mission I will endeavor to reply to same. 

There are two general methods of raising 
revenue by taxation, one of which is termed 
the indirect method and the other the direct 
method. 


The above statement if not modified or 
supplemented, necessarily applies to both. 

Our national government raises millions 
of dollars yearly by the indirect method of 
taxation. Assuming that some of the parents 
above referred to are users of commercial to- 
bacco or coffee, or both, which they secure in 
exchange for cash, we must concede that they 
contribute indirectly to the support of the 
national government, which collects an inter- 
nal revenue tax upon the one and an import 
duty upon the other. 

Our municipality raises revenue, in part, 
by the direct method of taxation, but there 
are numerous ways in addition to those here 
cited whereby our citizens contribute indi- 
rectly to the city government. Assuming 
that some of the parents above referred to 
are civilized and live in houses, for which 
they pay rent, and upon which the city col- 
lects a tax, we must concede that they con- 
tribute indirectly to the city government at 
least some of the money which they pay for 
rent eventually finding its way to the city 
treasury. 

Assuming that some of the aforemen- 
tioned parents are regular and paying cus- 
tomers of our merchants who pay to the city 
a business license, we must concede that they 
indirectly support the city government, since 
out of his profits the merchant pays his 
license.

CHAMBER NOW SEEKING 
TO EXPEDITE SHIPMENT 
OF COAL FOR ATLANTA 


LITTLE LOCALS 
ABOUT THINGS 
OF CITY INTEREST 


In an attempt to expedite the shipment 
of coal to Atlanta in order to be prepared 
for any possible recurrence of cold weather, 
the executive committee of the chamber of 
commerce yesterday sent telegrams to the 
presidents of the Southern, L & N., N.C. & 
St. L, Central and A., B. & A., and to C. C. 
McChord, of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. This action was taken following 
the appearance before the committee of J, 
B. Campbell and W. L. Randall, leading coal 
men, who announced that the shortage in the 
city was very serious, and that there is now 
not more than two days’ supply here. 

The chamber telegram read:

LEASEHOLD INTERESTS 
TAXABLE, SAYS COURT 


The Central of Georgia railroad is liable 
for taxation upon its leasehold interests in 
the Augusta and the Southwestern railroads, 
according to an opinion handed down Tuesday 
by the supreme court of Georgia, sustaining 
Comptroller General William A. Wright and 
reversing Judge W. D. Ellis, of Fulton su- 
perior court. 

This means that, unless the Centra] of 
Georgia appeals to the United States and ob- 
tains a reversal of the Georgia court, it will 
have to pay back taxes amounting to aypprox- 
imately $100,000 upon its leased lines. 

This is the newest phase of a litigation 
which was begun about ten years ago by 
Judge John C. Hart, now state tax commis- 
sioner, then attorney general of this state. 

The Central of Georgia holds leases of 
101 years upon the Augusta and Savannah 
and the Southwestern railroads, which in 
their charters were exempted from taxation. 
The state, in its action started by Judge Hart 
about ten years ago, contended that any ex- 
emptions contained in the charters of these 
roads were not assignable, and thas, there- 
fcre, the lessee was liable for taxes upon 
the properties of the two leased roads. This 
case went to the United States supreme court, 
which, in a divided opinion, decided against 
the state of Georgia. 

Judge Hart and the comptroller general 
then instituted proceedings to compel the 
Central to pay taxes upon its leasehold in- 
terests in the two leased roads. The comp- 
troller general issued fi. fas. and the Centra] 
went before Judge Ellis and obtained an !n- 
junction against the collection of the tax. 
The case was appealed upon error, with the 
result already announced. 

The opinion of the Georgia court is writ- 
ten by Justice Evans and concurred in by 
all justices. . 


RAILROAD COMMISSION

The state railroad commission Tuesday 
heard the petition of the Consolidated Tele- 


phone company, of Thomasville, asking for.

New York, February 13.—The Na- 


tional league and the Baseball Players’ 
Fraternity came to the parting of the 
ways here late today while Manager 
John J. McGraw, of the New York Na- 
tional league club, and President David 
L.. Fultz, of the players’ association, 
were in secret conference endeavoring 
to reach a common ground upon which 
the so-called strike of the players 
could be compromised. 

The league. passed unanimously a 
resolution abrogating the agrement 
made with the fraternity at Cincinnati 
on January 6, 1914, and when McGraw 
returned to the meeting it first ap- 
peared as if his self-imposed mission 
had been in vain. 

Later President Tener explained that 
the league would no longer recognize 
the organization and that all dealings 
in the future would be with the players 
as individuals, but that traternity mem- 
bers would not be discriminated 
against. As this was the principal re- 
quest made by Fultz in his conference 
with McGraw as a guarantee before 
taking steps looking toward the lifting 
of the strike order in so far as it af- 
fected the major leagues, it appeared 
— his.request had received considera- 

n. 

That the magnates realized the seri- 
ousness of the situation was shown by 
the fact that the baseball writers were 
called into the meeting of the league

“Resolved by the National League of 
Professional Baseball clubs, That in so 
far as that league is concerned, this 
agreement be and is hereby abrogated 
and all relations between this league 
and said fraternity are hereby severed 
and terminated.” 

When the resolution was shown tue 
Fultz he refused to state what action 
the fraternity would takeu ntil he had 
consulted other officers of the organi- 
zation. Before he left McGraw ar- 
rangements were made to meet again 
tomorrow, when Fultz hoped to go be- 
fore the National league, but the ac- 
tion of that organization virtually 
barred the way for such a move. 

Whether Fultz will decide to call off 
the strike upon the strength of the 
National league resolution could not be 
learned tonight. 


President Tener said that the Ameri- 
can league would take similar action 
at its meeting tomorrow and that the 
National commission would have no 
further dealings with the federation. 

“We will not give it any further 
recognition,” said he. “We have not 
dealt unfairly with our players and 
nowhere have we violated our under- 
standing with them. In case of a strike 
players who do not respond to the 
call of the clubs for training on stipu- 
lated dates will be put on an ineligible 
list and other players procured. These 
players will not be declared ineligible 
until so reported by the club to the 
league headquarters.”

Detectives Make Disclosure 
in Answer to Criticisms of

City detectives last night announced 
that the body of T. B. Ashford, 
of the Ashford Trunk and Bags 
company, who was mysteriously killed 
last December, had been secretly ex- 
humed and without their knowledge, 
and that it had been definitely identi- 
fied by E. T. Payne as that of the 
man who earlier on the same night 
had been struck a terrific blow on 
the head by George Powell in the 
lobby of the Folsom hotel. Ashford’s 
unconscious body was found at the 
corner of Peachtree and Fourteenth 
streets, and his death ocourred at the 
Grady hospital later in the night. 

With this evidence ready the detec- 
tives claim that they are now ready 
to proceed with the trial of George 
Powell, who was arrested on Payne's 
testimony, held by the coroner’s jury 
on a charge of murder and released 
on a $10,000 bail assessed by Judge 
Hill. 

This information was given out Dy 
detectives in explanation to the police 
board at its meeting Tuesday to show 
that they had followed the mystery 
closely, and had not neglected their 
duty. The explanation came as a re- 
buttal to a letter written by the fa- 
ther of Mr. Ashford to Andy King, 
chairman, in which Mr. Ashford charg- 
ed the police department with neglect 
of duty. 

Detective Hollingsworth declared 
that Ashford’s father had never co- 
operated with them in their investiga- 
tion. 

“Recently we learned,” he said “that

DEPRESSES WHEAT 


ON COTTON SITUATION Constructive Character of ‘Market Closed 3-4 to 11-2 


Cents Lower—Report That 
Washington Was Consid- 
ering Forcible Sea Methods 
Taken as Bearish. 


Chicago, February 13.—Bearish sen- 
timent regarding wheat received im- 
petus today from Washington reports 
that were taken to indicate a growing 
likelihood of extensive forcible meas- 


ures to protect American interests on 
the high seas. Largely in consequence, 
early advances in price were more than 
offset and the market closed % to 
li,c net lower, with May at $1.73% to 
$1.;4 and ‘July at $1.48% to $1.48%. 
Corn lost % to le, oats % to %c, and 
provisions 12% to 25c. 

Sharply in contrast with late depres-¢ 
sion in the wheat market, the feeling 
at the outset was notably optimistic 
as to the outlook for higher prices. 
Reports of the departure of nearly 
two score merchant ships from the 
Virginia capes bound for Europe and 
convoyed by British cruisers had done 
much to encourage the bulls, and there 
was further reason for hopefulness on 
account Of weather conditions that 
promised to diminish congestion of 
railway facilities, As the day wore 
on, however, the inability of the roads 
to. receive or ship grain from Chicago 
tended to chill enthusiasm on the buy- 
ing side. Then came intimations of 
a movement to start food export em- 
bargo resolutions through many state 
legistatures, 

Downward swings in wheat prices 
reached a maximum during the last 
half of the session, when reports from 
Washington were current which seem- 
ed to point to such action as arming 
of all merchantmen and the mobiliza- 
tion of hundreds of submarine chasers. 
Weakness of values, especially in the 
final hour, was alse due in part to the 
absence of any new export buying, 
ae for neutrals or the entente al- 

es. 

Corn gave way with wheat and as 
a result of mild weather that would 
naturally lessen demand for feed. Be- 
sides, an increase of country offerings 
was reported. 

Oats sagged owing chiefly to the 
heaviness of other grain. There was 
some unloading, too, by holders who 
were unable to obtain cars for ship- 
ment from here. 

Lower quotations on hogs pulled 
down provisions. The lessening of ex- 
ports acted also as a weight on the 
market,
